Roselle Defendant in Suit 
To Get 122 Acres Out 
of Municipality 


The Village of Roselle has been 
made the defendant in a chancery 
case in the October term of the Du- 
Page Circuit court at Wheaton next 
week, it was learned Wednesday. 
The case arises out of the action of 
IO property owners residing in the 
corporation known as the Village 
of Roselle who have filed a petition 
asking that an aggregate tract of 
land comprising 122.9 acres be dis­ 
connected. The complainants whose 
signatures are attached to the peti­ 
tion filed last Friday at Wheaton 
are Friedrich Hitzeman, Mathilde 
Hitzeman, Albert Knaack, Mildred 
Vlaseck, Karl Mater, Esther Maier, 
Adolph Schnebeli, Marcella Schne- 
beli, Curt von 
Fredersdorff 
and 
Frieda von Fredersdorff. 
An Illinois statute provides for 
the disconnection of agricultural 
lands from incorporated villages 
and cities. This act was passed bj 
the last state legislature, in July, 
1933, and is known as “An Act pro­ 
viding for the disconnection of Ag­ 
ricultural land from cities, towns 
and villages.” 
It reads as follows, “The owmer 
or owners of any tract of land ly­ 
ing within the corporate limits of 
any city, town or village, may have 
the same disconnected 
from the 
city, town or village under the pro­ 
vision of this Act, if such tract 
1. Contains ten acres or more. 
2. Is used exclusively for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
3. Is not subdivided into lots or 
blocks. 
4. Is located on the 
border or 
boundary of this city, town or vil­ 
lage; and 
5. Is not bounded on more than 
two sides by lands subdivided into 
lots and blocks.” 
** 
The Act provides also, the meth­ 
od. The owner or owners must file 
petition in court, in county where 
land is located. 
They shall allege 
facts in support of such petition. 
The village shall be made depend­ 
ant—any taxpayer and resident 
may appear and defend against the 
petition. 
But disconnection shall not ex­ 
empt such tract of land from taxa­ 
tion for the purposes of paying in­ 
debtedness, contracted by the au­

It is th eir duty to 
review all contracts and place upon 
them th eir signatures, which will 
then go to the allotm ent com m it­ 
tee, the sam e to be m ade up of four 
men to be selected from the ten 
northw est counties of the state, and 
com prising Kendall, DeKalb, Kane, 
D uPage, Boon, M cHenry, Lake and 
Cook. 
It m ay be interesting to people 
of Cook county to know th at the 
average am ount of w heat per year 
produced in the county for the last 
five years has been 
149,000 bu­ 
shels. 
There has been a reduction 
during the oast three years, which 
has lowbred the average for th at 
period to 121,111 bushels. The pro­ 
duction last year w as only 100,000 
bushels. 
Considering th a t a large p art of 
the w heat prcxiuction is in one, two 
and three acre tracts, it will be in­ 
terestin g to know th at the list com­ 
piled by Mr. O. G. 
B arrett, the 
w heat 
adm inistrator^ 
com prises 
over 500 nam es. Recognizing these 
facts, we would then expect a 
very low signed acreage, but in 
Cook county there are 124 who have 
signed 
applications 
and 
have 
agreed to cooperate in the project. 
These 124 represent 
1,590 
acres 
w’ith a production of 30.940 bushels. 
The 
larg est 
individual 
acreage 
comes from Bloom tow nship with 
r. three year average of 184 acres. 
Based on th eir allotm ent por­ 
tion, they will receive 20c a bushel 
this fall, with another paym ent 
next spring of another one third, 
betw een 6 and 8 cents a bushel.

IS FOOTBALL 
DANGEROUS? 


A lot of people have the idea 
that a boy is taking his life in his 
hands when he goes out for foot­ 
ball. They point out the apparent­ 
ly numerous newspaper writeups 
telling of deaths and injuries due 
to football. The fact that these in­ 
juries are played up in the press is 
in itself evidence that they rarely 
occur for if they were very num­ 
erous they would not be news.
